The east 
side.grocers are of the opinion that they 
and their employes are entitled to a fe\v 
hours rest each day. and have resolved 
to close their places of business at 0:30 
each evening. This gives them about 
twelve hours work for six days in every 
week, and this, they insist, is enough 
to satisfy them and is all that should 
be required of them. 
They also claim 


that late trading is merely a habit into 
which the people have fallen, and that 
every family can supply itself during 
the twelve open hours for the twelve 
hours during which their stores should 
be closed. They furthermore claim that 
it cloee not pay to keep their stores 
open evenings, that the trade is small 
and not sufficient to pay the gas and 
fuel bills.

during the 


evenings, and that if the stores here 
close they will go to some other place 
to trade. These people as a rule .stop 
at the first grocery store they como to. 
but occasionally come down town, and 
their trade is worth having. 


Thus the matter stands, and there is 


EC prospect of an agreement. 
Indeed. 


the grocers have come to the conclusion 
that they may as well agree to disagree. 
The lights will blaze in the stores of the 
west side as late as any customers come 
to hand, while the stores on the east 
side will be dark with cunmcrcnn gloom. 
The merchants 
of each section claim 


that wisdom is on their side, but of this 
the public must judge.

of dollars and cents in the 
main.

Hon. M. M. Phelps, judge of the 


municipal court of this cit••, died at 1:40 
p. m. today. His death was the result 
of injuries he received ten weeks ago 
•while returning on his bicycle from his 
farm in the town of Rock. *Hc was at 
the Monterey crossing where there is a 
rising grade, and in propelling his wheel 
up the incline he naturally lowered his 
head and did not notice the approach of 
a passenger train. He struck it squarely 
and was thrown violently to the ground. 
His jaw was fractured 
in two places, 


one of his legs broken, and ho sustained 
internal injuries 
which proved in the 


end to be the most serious ol all. 


Taken to his home the judge received 


the tenderest ot care. 
From the 
first 


the physicians entertained little hope of 
his recovery, but he possessed a strong 
constitution, 
and his hurts mended 


rapidly. But developments proved that 
his brain had been injured by the acci- 
dent. For two or three weeks his mind 
has wandered, and he became as helpless 
as a child. 
Several days since his case 


was seen to be hopeless. 
Although, he 


Buffered much pain he bore it bravely. 
At times he was conscious of hie condi- 
tion, and did not dread the inevitable 
end. 


Mr. Phelps 
was born in Portage 


county, Ohio. From the common schoo:

of Cuba will leave this country Oct. 20. 
Geu. Miles says that this detachment 
Will consist of about 3,000 troops, to be 
divided among regulars. 


These will be followed from time to 


time by detachments to fill out the 
50,000 intended for the garrison of the 
Island. The first detachment will re- 
port to Gen. Wade. 


It is not admitted by the war de- 


partment yet that Gen. Wade will be 
the military governor of the island, 
tut there is reason to state the fact 
positively. Gen. Lee and Gen. Carpen- 
ter will be two of the commanders in 
military divisions on the island. 


This early announcement of the des- 


tination of troops for Cuba is due to 
the fact, not heretofore stated, that the 
president has sent the Spanish com- 
mission an ultimatum that the authori- 
ties here would not tolerate a delay in 
evacuating the island to Feb 28, as had 
been-contemplated by the Spaniards.

All the Amer- 
can diplomats in the city, togethei 
with a large body of other citizens, wel- 
comed the party at the Hotel Cecil. 


London diplomats are doubtful if the 


commissioners will find as smooth sail- 
ing in Parie as they expect. 
In their 


views the Americans regard the func- 
tions of the two commissions as merely 
to ratify the American terras of peace. 
The Spanish, on the other hand, expect 
that there will be room for negotia- 
tions like those undertaken by the joint 
high 
commission at Quebec. 
It is 


freely predicted here that Spain -will 
appeal to the powers by way of em- 
phasizing 
her 
protest 
against 
the 


American demands, without expecting 
the powers to act. 


This is the probable course of events 


as outlined by political prophets here: 
The 
American 
commissioners 
will 


make demands which the Spanish com- 
m^sioners will refuse to accept. 
"The 


only alternative, then, is the resump- 
tion of war," -will be the American re- 
ply. 
Thereupon the Spaniards will 
, call the world to witness that a nation 


avowedly waging war for the purpose 
of liberating Cuba proposes a second 
war because Spain refuses to give up 
her other colonies. 


One prominent diplomat said: 
"As 


I view the situation, this will be the 
.chief difficulty in the Paris peace ne- 
gotiations: 
The Americans enter the 


conference as honest men, meaning 
what they say. 
The Spaniards, on the 


other hand, undertake the negotiations 
as professional diplomats, meaning to 
use a great flow of speech as a means 
of gaining what the Americans do not 
intend to grant."

George T. Myers, 
a 
well-known 


saJmon canner of Puget Sound, who 
has been making a tour of the can- 
neries and fishing stations on Puget 
sound, makes a conservative estimate 
that up to this time between 18,000 
and 20,000 cases of sockeye -salmon 
have been packed, against 95,000 cases 
at this time last. year. 
One-third of 


the season is already gone and both 
fishermen and canners are disappointed 
with the run and outlook. 
Owing to 


the scarcity of raw fish canners who 
have not contracted with trap men, 
seiners and outside fishermen are get- 
ting 50 per cent more than was offered 
to them at the beginning of the season. 
The price paid for sockeyes is now S, 
30 and 12y2 cents. On Fraser river the 
same state of affairs exists. Raw fish , 
are worth 15 cents, and are very scarce. 
The total product of Puget sound sock- 
eyes last year was about 300,000 cases. 
Should the conditions of the last six- 
teen days exist there is no doubt that 
the pack will not be more than one- 
half of what it was last season. Large 
quantities of futures have been sold, 
and no doubt many buyers will be 
short 
of their purchases.—Portland
